Sept. 16.—Sw eat­ 
ing British and American soldiers of the Fifth arm y have lashed out at 
the Germans, driving them back from the Salerno bridgehead, and have 
clinched their foothold In Italy, Lt. Gen. Mark W Clark announced today. 
Gen. Clark launched his offensive this morning on the eighth day 
of the biggest battle yet fought in the M editerranean, and threw the 
G erm an armored forces back between the junction of the rivers Seie and 
Calore north of Altavilla In the central sector of the 27-mile front. 
Simultaneously, Gen. Clark, in an order of the day to his troops, 
declared "our bridgehead is secure. Additional troops are landing every 
day and we are here to stay. 
Not one foot of ground will be given up."
